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Background 

On August 12, 2002 a second non-final Office Action was issued for the above-identified 
application. An Amendment was deposited via first class mail with the U.S. Postal Service on 
October 9, 2002 in response to the second non-final Office Action. An Advisory Action, issued 
on November 7, 2002, indicated that the Amendment filed on October 9, 2002 will not be 
entered upon the timely submission of aNotice of Appeal and Appeal Brief with the Requisite 
fees. The Advisory Action also indicated that request for reconsideration has been considered 
but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 



Pursuant to telephone conservation on or about November 12, 2002 between the 
Examiner and Attorney Robert R. Hubbard, the Examiner was informed that the Advisory 



Action was not applicable because the Amendment of October 9, 2002 was filed in response to 
the second non-final Office Action. The Examiner stated that the Amendment would be entered, 
that the application would be reconsidered and that an appropriate Office Action would be 
issued. To date, we have not received a Final Office Action as indicated by the Examiner. On 
April 2, 2003 a Notice of Abandonment was issued for this application. 

Accordingly, for the reason stated above, it is submitted that the issuance of the Advisory 
Action and the refiisal to enter the Amendment of October 9, 2002 was erroneous and should be 
withdrawn. 

We are enclosing a Response to the Advisory Action that requests the Examiner to enter 
the Amendment filed on October 9, 2002 and to reconsider the application as requested in such 
Amendment, 



It is respectfiilly requested that the Notice of Abandonment be withdrawn, that the 
Amendment dated October 9, 2002 be entered and that the application be reconsidered.
